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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): The amendments to the claims have overcome the 
anticipation rejection of claims 6 and 8 over the teachings of Denis and Green. The amendments have also overcome the rejections of 
claims 6 and 8 for being indefinite under 35 U.S.C. 112 second paragraph, and for including New Matter under 35 U.S.C. 112 first 
paragraph. The claim objections to claims 6 and 8 are also withdrawn. Further, in view of the cancellation fo claim 7, all rejections of this 
claim are also withdrawn. 

Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In the prior action, claims 5-8 stood rejected for 
lack of enablement because the application did not teach how to use the claimed peptides. The Applicant has amended the rejected 
claims such that they are now limited to the peptides of 21-40 amino acids comprising SEQ ID NO: 19 (the elected species), instead of 
generically to any peptide within the formula of claim3. The Applicant presents arguments that have been previously considered and not 
found persuasive. Moreover, these arguments are drawn to the now cancelled language referring to peptides comprising any sequence 
within SEQ ID NO: 3. The claims are now drawn specifically to the peptide of SEQ ID NO: 19. As was previously indicated, the application 
provides no information as to what the ligand of the peptide of SEQ ID NO: 19 is (i.e. what proteins it binds to), or as to what diseases or 
disorders it is associated with. Thus, while those in the art would be capable of making the peptide, the application has not provided those 
in the art with any guidance as to how the peptides could be used. See e.g., page 5 of the August 2004 action, and pages 6-7 of the 
January 2005 action, and pages 4-5 of the August 2005 action). For these reasons, and the reasons of record, the Applicant's arguments 
in traversal are not found persuasive and the rejection is maintained.
